Two long-time Angelenos and husband-and-wife docu- 
mentary filmmakers, Jon and Nancy Wilkman, trolled 
picture archives to produce this illustrated history of 
our city, “From Outpost to Upstart (1769-1900)" to 
“Remember the Future (1990 and beyond)”.

The SAH/SCC annual Members’ Celebration took 
place Saturday, December 9, 2006, at El Alisal, the hand-built home of Charles 
Fletcher Lummis (1895-1910; design attributed to Sumner Hunt), One of the 
handful of bohemian, self-built homes by literary/artistic leaders who brought 
the elitist movement to the attention of the middle class, El Alisal—along with 
such popularizers as Gustav Stickley’s Craftsman Magazine—was a vital 
bridge in the lineage of the American Arts & Crafts movement. Now owned by 
LA City Recreation and Parks and operated by the Historical Society of Southern 
California, the site is in sorry need of repair. This was the subject of a panel dis-
